SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


The above officers were working as contracted, uniformed security officers for 
the Hollywood Business Improvement District (H.B.I.D.) / Andrews International 
6801 Hollywood Boulevard Hollywood, CA. 90028 (323) 465-0122. My partners 
(Officer Ramirez #139 and Anderson, D. #127) and | (Officer Trujillo #136) 
were assigned to the H.B.I.D. Bicycle Patrol Team as B-2. 


INVESTIGATION: 


On the above time and date, while conducting a business check at the backside 
of L.A. Film School, near the 1500 block of Ivar Avenue. Officer Anderson saw a 
male, black, adult (later identified as Scott, Gregory DOB: 06/28/1966) holding 
what appeared to be a beige aluminum can in his right hand. Anderson 
immediately advised Ramirez and | of the circumstance. As Ramirez and | 
turned our heads to focus on Scott’s activity. We both saw Scoot raise the 
aluminum can up to his lips / mouth area and take a drink from it. Scott then 
looked back at us making no effort in hiding his beverage. 


Believing Scott was consuming an alcoholic beverage, we decided to make 
contact. AS we were approaching Scott, he looked back in our direction and 
again raised up the aluminum can to his lips / mouth area and took another 
drink. Ramirez was able to retrieve the aluminum can, which read “Coors” 
brand beer. The “Coors” can was approximately ¥% full and cold to the touch. 


Upon close examination of the aluminum can, | noticed its label that read 
“Coors” with a 4.2% alcohol per volume (24 Fl. Oz. / % full). 


ARREST 


We informed Scott of our contact and he asked if they could be given a break. 
While obtaining his information, | could smell a moderate odor of an unknown 
type of alcoholic beverage emitting from her breath and person. 


ARREST: 


We advised Scott that we were placing them under “Private Person’s Arrest”, as 
per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To Arrest / see- 
attached form) for 41.27 (c) Los Angeles Municipal Code - (Drinking in public). 
Scott then handcuffed (adjusted /double locked). 


ADDITIONAL: 


Scott has no prior contacts/arrests by H.B.I.D. Officers 


CITE and RELEASE: 


A short time later, BID Officer(s) Coggle and Gotter responded to our location 
for transportation. Scott was escorted to the patrol car. Scott was seat belted in 
the back seat (adjusted accordingly and secured). Scott was subsequently 
transported the LAPD Hollywood Station. 


Scott’s identification was then confirmed by LAPD - Hollywood Desk Officer 
Chung #40277, via C.L.E.T.S. (California Law Enforcement Telecommunication). 
Scott was issued a “Release From Custody” citation (RFC# D44640) for the 
listed violation and was ordered to appear at the Metropolitan Court House, 
1945 South Hill Street, Los Angeles, 90007, on 09/12/2014, at 0830 Hours with 
the approval of the Watch Commander Lieutenant Ling.
